ED MOORE STEPS OUT 


Successor to C u m m i n g s 


Would Indicate New Deal 
In Dem. Leadership

COLUMBUS, July 21.—This is to be 


a "Jimmy" Cox campaign, in the opin- 
ion of many of those Democrats who 
are familiar with the Cox school of 
political strategy. Among these gen- 
tlemen are not only many influential 
members of the Democratic national 
committee but also Ohio leaders who 
for years have been associated with 
Mr. Cos in his gubernatorial and con- 
gressional battles. 


They see in the substitution of for- 


mer Congressman George White for 
Homer S. Cummings as national chair- 
man, attainment of the first objective 
In the plan to establish Cox as undis- 
puted generalissimo of the Democratic 
iorces. While Mr. Cummings, in re- 
linquishing his office was at consider- 
able pains to emphasize that his suc- 
cessor was "a Princeton man and a 
friend of President Wilsons." 
Not 


few o£ the committeemen express 
the belief that chances for success in 
November won.13 be increased If 
it 


were made plain that Cox rather than 
"Wilson is the party's ottering. 


'"The Wilson brand of democracy 


may be all right, but the market in 
that commodity has suffered a severe 
slump," said National Committeeman 
Fr'ank H. Duffy, of Vermont, just be- 
fore departing for home today. 
"For 


a number of years I haye passed the 
collection plate and turned over to the 
national committee the 
offerings of 


fellow Democrats in 
my state. In 


191C, for Instance, I collected $24,000 
•from enthusiasts who understood that 
their contributions would 
do little 


good in Vermont, which was regarded 
as hopelessly Republican. They were 
told that what they gave would be 
used for missionary work in so called 
doubtful states. This year, however, 
while the Democratic sentiment 
is 


just as intense, potential contributors 
demand proof that their money is go- 
ing to be spent in the support of can- 
didates who stand for a new order of 
things. I am confident that in view 
of the light in which Mr. Cox has ap- 
peared during the deliberations of the 
national committee, Vermonters will 
not tighten their purse strings." 


Mr. Duffy for years has refused to 


accept any remunerative post at the 
hands of. the party.

chuckled a member of the Ohio state 
central committee who was standing 
by when the governor burst from the 
conference of the sub-committee yes- 
terday and announced with a vehe- 
ment thrust of the chin: 
"I want 


G-eorge White to be chairman of that 
committee."

Then the governor popped back into 


the committee room and 15 minutes 
later, the members trooped out to an- 
nounce that after an amicable dis'-us- 
sion—of more than four hours—they 
had unanimously agreed to name Mr. 
White. 


Incidentally the selection of ultra- 


dry Mr White has been interpreted 
In many quarters as the answer of 
Governor Cox to the charge that if 
he has a prohibition plank it's water- 
logged. 


Democrats regarded it as in the na- 


ture of a Cox victory that the execu- 
tive committee of the 
Anti-Saloon 


League of America did not meet in 
Columbus yesterday as threatened two 
weeks ago. 


At the time the proposed meeting 


was announced, Governor Cox allowed 
the report to be circulated that 
he 


was prepared to snatch up any or sun- 
dry gauntlets which the Anti-Saloon 
League might fling into his particular 
political arena. It was intimated at 
that time, to charge that the militant 
members of this organization 
were 


"mere Republican wolves parading in 
the sheep's clothing of reformers."

The old quotation, "Hell hath no 


fury like a woman scorned" was quot- 
ed frequently Wednesday by officials 
in their effort to definitely establish a 
motive for one of the most horrible in- 
cidents in the history of local crimi- 
nology. It was pointed out that Mrs. 
Dawson knew she had only a com- 
paratively short time to live, being af- 
flicted with cancer, and that Zellars 
had told his father that he had been 
"going up there but that it is all off 
now" on Saturday before the tragedy. 


It is believed that Zellars told the 


woman two weeks before 
that 
he 


would have to terminate their rela- 
tions, and that the decision of Mrs. 
Dawson to at least kill herself had 
been secretly formed in 'her mind at 
that time or soon afterward, altho 
she had since carefully kept her in- 
tentions secret.

j took possession of Zellars' suitcase at 
the Dawson home, and found in it the 
box in which the gun had been pur- 
chased by Mrs. Dawson. 
He also 


found in the suitcase the box of .38 
calibre shells she bad secured from 
the Central Hardware store thru Mrs. 
Noah Deeds. 
Only five of the shells 


had been removed from the box, and 
the two unused shells were found in 
the revolver. 
A box of .32 calibre 


shells which Mrs. Dawson ba*d secured 
in Columbus and later found to be 
too small to fit the gun were also 
found by the prosecutor. 
None was 


missing from this box.

Discovery that the gun with which 


the crime was committed was of .38 
calibre instead of .32 as was first an- 
nounced by officials tended to ex- 
plain the terrible execution done by 
the shots, resulting in the fracture of 
the skulls of both victims. The pros- 
ecutor advanced the theory that the 
three apparent contusions on Zellars' 
forehead and nose were 
in reality 


marks made there during the time 
his body may have lain face down- 
ward with the face resting on some 
uneven surface. 
It is presumed his 


body was straightened up by Mrs. 
Dawson after having lain as It fell for 
a short space of time. 


Prosecutor Leech has reached the 


conclusion that Zellars was sitting in 
a rocking chair when shot, deducing 
his opinion from the blood stains on 
the chair. He believes that Mrs. Daw- 
son 'was sitting on the couch when 
she fired the first shot thru her left 
side, and the bullet entered the plas- 
j tering directly behind her, taking an 
upward course. 


It has been learned that 
powder 


marks were found on her right tem- 
ple, but had been removed near the 
aperture by the undertaker^ 
It had 


previously been averred by officials 
that there were no powder1 marks on 
Mrs. Dawson's head. 


The letter written by Zellart 
to 


.Mrs. Dawson Saturday has not been 
found. It had been hoped by officials 
that this letter might be brot to light, 
for it was believed that in it was con- 
tained his ultimatum, the last straw 
of the load on Mrs. Dawson's mind 
that moved her to most desperate 
retribution.

dently destroyed It farther tends to

TERRITORY POLES MUST GIVE UP 


UNDER PLAN OF ENTENTE ALLIES 


In order to save Poland the entente allies have proposed that an 


agreement shall be made between the Warsaw and Moscow govern- 
ments for a neutral zone thirty-five miles broad covering the frontier 
marked out for Poland at the peace conference at Paris. 


This frontier is far in th?. .rear of the one marked out by the Poles 


for themselves, as the map shows. Marshal Pilsudski, over the protests 
of the British and the less vigorous warnings of the French, undertook 
to carry the frontier to the Dniester and Dvina rivers, on the ground 
that only this line would provide strategic safety. 


The Polish army has now been driven back approximately half the 


r1i«tanre between the two lines, and in order to save the state the gov- 
ernment has agreed to retire to the old frontier, which will be protected, 
bv me neutral zone. The Russians also are reported to have accepted' 
this solution.

Coroner Edmund Cone remained

the shot which killed Charles Zellars 
and the two snots which ended her • 
own life early Sunday morning. 
The 


inquest conducted by Coroner Cone 
Tuesday evening merely strengthening 
bis conclusion as to the manner 
in 


which tho two star-crossed lovers 
came to their death. The official re- 
port of the Inquest, which was com- . 
pletod Wednesday morning, will prob- 
ably be filed at County Clerk' Shaw's 
office Thursday. While Coroner Cone 
has not announced what his exact find- 
ing is. it will no doubt be to the ef- 
fect that Zellars came to his death 
from a bullet thru the head fired bj 
Mrs. 
Dawson and that Mrs. Dawson's 


death came by her own hand by fir- 
ing a bullet above her heart and an- 
other thru her brain. 


There is no tangible evidence upon 


which to clearly base any other con- 
clusion, despite the fact that some pf 
tho circumstances in connection with 
the tragedy are dilicult to explain. The
